THE DUKE OF BEDFORD. 


Mr. Sehell Believe! the Tradition tliat the 


Old Port Here Wa« Samed After 


This Nobleman Is True. 


I-i an article written by me, on the 


"Court House and Prison" of 1774, * 
which was published in THE GA/ETTE 
cf March 1st inst., I incidentally made 
two statements, one in regard to an 
historical fact, and the other in regard 
to a tradition. My venerable friend, 
Dr. Hickok, has taken exceptions to 
bjth in his article published in THE 
GAiKTTiS of the Sth March inst. 


The doctor fully understands the wide 


difference there is between an histori- 
cal fact, or truth, supported by con- 
temporaneous and acknowledged writ- 
ten evidence, and a mere tradition 
handed down orally from age to age. 
If he had properly discriminated be" 
tween the two statements, his article 
would not have been written. My ar- 
ticle contained this clause. "General 
Stanwix, in writing to Governor Dan- 
ny, dated his letter 'Fort Bedford, 
August 13th, 1759.' This name then 
fiist given was retained until the year 
1760, when the town was regularly laid 
out by the Proprietary, and called Bed- 
ford." Referring to this clause, Dr. 
Hickok says, ' 'There is no question as to 
the time the 'Fort Raystown' was 
changed to 'Fort Bedford.' There is 
abundant documentary evidence that 
it was between 1759 and 1761. 
* * * 


How the fort was named Bedford is a 
myth—no one to-day knows." 


My answers to this statement are the 


following facts taken from the Colonial 
Records and Pennsylvania Archives: 


Raystown was settled between 1750 


and 1753.—3 Pennsylvania A. 3 Series, 
p. 233; 2 Pa. A. 135; 5 C. R , 750, 7 C. 
A., 761—193. Fort Raystown was built 
about the 16th of August, 175S.—Pa. A. 
12, p. 339. 


GeneralForbes died llth March, 1759 


On the ISth March, same year, General 
Amherst appointed Brigadier General 
Stanwix as his successor. On the 13th 
August, 1759, General Stauwix, as above 
stated, changed the name of Raystown 
to Fort Bedford. In another letter 
written the same day, and in one writ- 
ten the next day, he dated them from 
Fort Bedford. (8 C. A., 276-78). As con- 
firmatory evidence there is a copy of 
the plan of Fort Bedford, made in 1758- 
59 contained in Pa. A., Vol. 12, p 341. 


As further evidence I will state that 


General Stanwix also changed the name 
of Fort Du Quesne to Fort Pitt, in a 
letter to Governor Hamilton, on the 
24th December, 1759, (Pa. A. Ill, p. 696) 
Both the Duke of Bedford and PiU 
were at the time secretaries in the 
English government. It is absolutely 
certain tb-rt the name Fort Bedford was 
given to the fort on the 13th August, 
1759. 


Now 
as to 
the statement that 


'•Fort Bedford" was named after the 
Duke of Bedford. That is a tradition, 
but at the same time, I believe it is 
true, and 1 will try to show that it is 
true. 


From 1754 to 1763 the English govern- 


ment was engaged in a war with 
France and her Indian allies. For de- 
fensive purposes against the frequent 
incursions of the Indians, it became 
necessary to erect a number of forts in 
the settled portions of the provinces. 


It was the custom then, as it is now, 


to name the forts afier high civil and 
military officers—notably Fort Lyttle- 
ton, after Lord Lyttleton, (Fulton); 
Fort Loudon, after Lord London, com- 
mander of the American army, (Frank- 
lir); Fort Granville, after Secretary 
GranviUe. (Mifflin); Fort Bedford, after 
the Duke of Bedford, (Bedford); Fort 
Shirley, after General Shirley, (Hunt- 
ingdon); Fort Pitt, after Secretary Pitt, 
(Pittsburg); Fort Cumberland, after 
the captain general, (Md.,) and during 
the re-olutionary war, Fort Mclntosh, 
after General Mclutosh, (Beaver); Fort 
Roberdeau, after General Roberdeau, 
(Huntingdon) and Fort Stanwix, after 
General Stanwix, (Rome, N. Y.) This 
custom and these facts go very far to 
support the tradition and establish it 
as an historical fact, that Fort Bed- 
ford was so called in honor of the Duke 
of Bedford, then a high civil officer in 
the English government. 


On the same principle some ten 


counties were named after English 
counties, by the Provincial Assembly. 
The fact that they were so called was 
net recited in the creative acts, but it 
was then, and has ever since been so 
understood. 
So with many counties 


named after distinguished citizens of 
this state. 


1 think these circumstances should 


satisfy every reasonable man of the 
truth of the tradition above referred 
to. 


Another 
exception taken by Dr. 


Hickok was in reference to the flag. 
He says, Mr. Sehell "has evidently 
been misled by a fictitious popular im- 
pression, not even resting upon a 
legendary foundation, etc.," meaning 
the story of John Palmer in regard to 
the flag. 


I desire to say that I was in nowise 


misied, either by the Palmer article or 
by Dr. Hickok's denial of the same. I 
have been cognizant of both for many 
years. 


On inquiry made to the Xaugle and 


StifBer families they confidently and 
persistently affirmed that the flag in 
question was taken from the fort. 


Here, then, was a variance, which at 


once took the whole question out of 
the purview of fact and fixed it in the 
realm of tradition. And so I have con- 
sidered it from that time up to the 
present time. I never asserted, or in- 
tended to assert, that my incidental 
reference to the flag was an historical 
fact. On the contrary, I was very 
careful to say it was according to tradi- 
tion. 


As Dr. Hickok.in the ease of the name 


of Fort Bedford, classed a well au- 
thenticated historical fact as a mere 
tradition; so in the case of the pre- 
sentation of the flag, he has very un- 
l»irly charged me with calling a tradi- 
tion an historical fact. 


I desire to say further that years 


before either John Palmer or Dr. 
Hiekolt made their appearance in Bed-

Laundry company, Chicago, exploded 
Monday morning, completely wrecking 
that structure and three others ad- 
joining, badly damaging stores along 
the street for a block, and causing the 
loss of ten lives. Forty persons were 
seriously injured. 


The, McKeesport brewing plant at 


McKeesport, valued at 5100,000, was 
completely demolished Tuesday morn- 
ing by an explosion of the "cooker." 
Two persons were killed and two in- 
jured by the collapse of the building 
following the explosion. 
Another 


man,who was standing on a freight car 
watching the rescuers at work, was 
knocked from the car and was beheaded 
by a passing train. 


Eight men broke into the bank at 


Bellwood Monday morning; but, be- 
cause of the timely arrival of residents 
of the town, who had been aroused by 
the terrific explosion of dynamite, 
they got but little plunder. The rob- 
bers jimmied open the front door and 
blew opan the first door of the vault 
About 5100 in currency, 5300 worth of 
valuables belonging to Rev. Dr. Mat- 
thers, of the Presbyterian 
church, 


and 5400 worth of stamps belonging to 
Postmaster Cornmesser' were taken. 


Reports from Texas and Arkansas 


tell of the killing of at least eight per- 
sons and the serious injury of 12 or 
more as the result of a storm that swept 
over that portion of the country on 
Saturday. The casualties were small 
considering the extent of territory vis- 
ited. 
At Williamsport, Tex., fourper- 


sons were killed and five probably fatal- 
ly injured and the property loss will 
reach 5100,000.

George 
Border, of Spring Hope, and Mrs. Mar- 
garet Onstead, of Johnstown, are the 
only surviving members of that family 
She was a granddaughter of John 
Blackburn, who erected the first grist 
mill in this vicinity prior to 1800 ; a 
great granddaughter of Thomas Black- 
burn, who erected a grist mill at Spring 
Hope about the year 1770 ; and a great, 
great granddaughter of John Black- 
ourn, who emigrated to America about 
1735 andsettledinAdamscounty,Pa. We 
glean the following from history: Moses 
Harlan, a farmer and Friend, born D8 
cember 20,1083,in Armaugh county, Ire- 
land,came to America with his parents 
in 1637 and settled in New Castle count 
(now Delaware).

EX-PRESIDENT BENJAfilN HARRISON. 


The Distinguished American Statesman, Soldier and 


Lawyer Passes From Life. 


HON. 
BENJAMIN HARRISON. 


Ex-President 
Benjamin 
Harrison 


died at his home in Indianapolis, Ind., 
at 4:45 o'clock Wednesday afternoon. 
The cause of his death waa pneumonia. 


Benjamin 
Harrison, 
twenty-third 


president of the United States, was a 
son of John Scott Harrison and a 
grandson of William Henry Harrison, 
who was president of the United States 
from March 4, 1841, to April 4 of the 
same year, the date of his death. 


The family was descended from 


Major-General Harrison, who was a 
follower 
of Oliver Cromwell, who 


signed the death warrant of Charles I. 
and who paid the penalty of that act 
when the Stuarts were restored to the 
monarchy by being executed on Oc- 
tober 13, 1660 


The subject of this sketch was born 


at North Bend, 0., on August 20, 1833. 
At the age of sixteen years he entered 
Miami university, at Oxford, 0., and 
two years later was graduated. On 
leaving college he began in Cincinnati, 
with B. Storer, the study of law, and 
in 1854 he entered upon the practice of 
his profession in Indianapolis, Ind. 
He soon won notice and a profitable 
practice. In I860 he was elected on 
the Republican ticket as reporter of 
the supreme court of Indiana. 


He assisted in recruiting a regiment 


for the Union army in 1S62 and be- 
came a second lieutenant in the Sev- 
entieth regiment, Indiana volunteers. 
He was soon promoted to be colonel of 
the regiment and went at its head to 
the front. 
Colonel Harrison served 


through Kentucky and Tennessee np 
to January, 1864 At Peachtree Creek, 
while commanding his brigade, his 
soldierly qualities drew from his com- 
manding officer, Gen. "Joe" Hook- 
er, enthusiastic praise, and on his 
recommendation 
he 
was breveted 


brigadier-general by President Lincoln I for the presidential nomination. The 


ly hurt at New Barton, Tex , where 
houses valued atS75,000 were destroyed 
The wind was accompanied by heavy 
rain, which, with hail, did considerable 
damage in the rural districts. 


A despatch from Palermo, Sicily, 


March 10, says: "A strange phenome- 
non is now witnessed here.

At Rome the sky is yellow and at Na- 
ples a rain of sand has fallen, the heav- 
ens being dark red."

The Indiana Republicans re-elected 


Colonel Harrison reporter of the su- 
preme court of the state in October, 
1804, and when he returned after the 
war he resumed that office. 
In 1868 


he again took up the practice of law 
and from that time was out of politics 
until 1876—the memorable 
Tilden- 


Hayes campaign. He was placed on 
the Republican ticket for governor of 
Indiana, after the withdrawal of God- 
love S. Orth, on account of scandals 
which imperilled the cause of the Re- 
publican party in the state. The Dem- 
ocratic candidate, however, beat Har- 
rison by 5,084 votes. 


In 1880 General Harrison was elected 


to the senate of the United States and 
took his seat March 4, 1881. Mr. Gar- 
field, who on the same day was inau- 
gurated president, had tendered to Mr. 
Harrison any position in his cabinet 
except that of secretary of state, which 
had been preempted- by Mr. Blaine. 
Mr. Harrison preferred the career 
before him in the senate and declined. 
He served his whole term in the senate 
and was then succeeded by Judge David 
Turpie, a Democrat. 


General Harrison went out of the 


senate March 4, 1887. Immediately 
John C. New, the proprietor of the In- 
dianapolis Journal, and other admirers 
went to work to secure for him the pres- 
idential nomination in 1388. 
The 


nomination was secured and General 
Harrison was elected, defeating Grover 
Cleveland, who had been renominated 
by his party. 


Three days before the assembling of 


the Republican national convention at 
Minneapolis in June, 1892, James G. 
Blaine resigned the post of secretary of 
state, in order to compete with his chief

contest in the convention was mainly 
between the supporters of the two aa. 
pi rants and on the first ballot Harrison 
was renominated, receiving 535 votes, or 
a clear majority of 166 over all compet- 
itors. His plurality over Blaine, who re- 
ceived 182 votes, was 353 and five were 
scattering. 
Whitelaw Reid, of New 


York, was made the candidate for vice- 
president. Grover Cleveland, who be- 
came the Democratic candidate for the 
third time, received 377 votes in the 
electoral college, to 145 for Harrison 
and 22 for James B. Weaver, the Pop- 
ulist candidate. 


After he left the White House Gen- 


eral Harrison went back to Washing- 
ton as counsel for Venezuela before the 
Boundary Arbitration Board. General 
Harrison accepted the position of mem- 
ber for the United States International 
Peace Commission at The Hague, the 
other ex-president, Mr. Cleveland, hav- 
ing declined. 
, 


General Harrison married in October, 


1853, Caroline Lavinia Scott, the daugh- 
ter of a professor in Miami univer- 
sity, where both he and his wife were 
educated. 
Mrs. Harrison died a few 


days before the presidential' elec- 
tion in 1892, this event casting a 
shadow over the closing days of Presi- 
dent Harrison's official life. 
Two 


children were the result of the mar- 
riage—Lieut-Col. Russell B. Harrison, a 
mining engineer, who has been in the 
volunteer army since the outbreak of 
the war with Spain, and a daughter, 
Mary, who is married to James R. Me- 
Eee, formerly a prosperous merchant 
of Indianapolis, but now a resident of 
New York. In April, 189G, the ex 
president 
married Mrs. Mary Scott 


Lord Dimmick, a niece of his first wife.

Senator Christopher Lyman Magee 


died in Harrisburg Friday evening. He 
was born in Pittsburg, April 14, 1848 
His father was Uhristopher L 
and his mother Elizibeth Steel, an 
English girl, who came to this country 
at the age of five years. While a boy 
Magee attended public school in the 
present Grant school, Pittsburg. Sub- 
sequently he studied at the Western 
university. After his course there he en- 
tered the employ of Park, MeCurdy & 
Co.,as office boy. It was made necessary 
for Mr. Magee to go to work early in life 
by the death of his father, which took 
place when he was fifteen years of age, 
his mother being left with three chil- 
dren younger than himself. 
After a 


brief service with the steel company he 
secured a clerkship in the controller's 
office and devoted his earnings to help 
support the family. From his mother 
he received his best training and she was 
for the next twenty-five years his most 
trusted and beloved adviser. In 1869 
he was made cashier of the city treas- 
ury and in 1871, at the age of twenty- 
three, he was elected treasurer of the 
city of Pittsbnrg. He was again elect- 
ed to the office in 1874. 


It is claimed for him that while 


treasurer, and shortly afterward, he 
had the city debt reduced from 815,- 
000,000 to 88,000,000.

In a month from this time most of

A New Aid to Temperance. 


The foes of rum who insist ao strenu- 


ously that alcohol is a poison may 
possibly get a point or two from con- 
sideration of the British beer scare. 
There really has been poison in the Brit- 
ish beer—to wit, arsenic from glucose 
used by brewers. It has poisoned so 
many beer-drinkers, and even killed 
so many, as to fairly frighten the sur- 
vivors off, with the result that it has 
given the cause of temperance such a 
start in England as it has not had in 
the memory of man. 
Moreover, the 


brewers can't get their beer clear of 
tbe poison. They have stopped using 
glucose, but the arsenic is in their 
vats and barrels and everything they 
use, and gets into the new beer in spita 
of their best efforts. 
Their predica- 


ment will not unduly distress observ- 
ers. 
The punishment seems nicely 


adapted to the crime, and the most 
harm a dearth of safe beer is likely to 
do in England is to increse the demand 
for gin. All the same these British 
trials indicate that when drinks are 
really poisonous, drinkers find it out 
without the help of either tracts or 
chemists.—E.

It may be ours to-morrow—who can 
tell? Or, we may pass it off with a 
laugh and say, and rightly say, that 
the old earth has endured for millions 
of yeara and is likely to endure for 
millions more, as indeed it is. 
But 


the catastrophe marked by the burning 
of this new light in the west has an 
impressiveness of its own. Let us stop 
a moment in our making of love, of 
money, of fame, it may be, and say 
that somewhere, somehow, a star has 
fallen, a sun bas set; and that the con- 
sequences to some one, we know not 
who.have been literally overwhelming. 
The sign of it is in the sky."

Jesus an- 
swered him, "Thou wouldst have no 
power against me, except it were given 
thee from above; therefore he that de- 
livered me unto thee hath greater ain." 


Upon this Pilate sought to release 


Him, but the Jews cried out, saying 
"If thou release this Man thou art not 
Ca35ar's friend; everyone that raaketh 
himself a king speaketh against Caesar." 


When Pilate heard these words he 


brought Jesus out and saith unto the 
Jews, "Behold your King!" 
They 


cried out, 
"Away with Him, away 


with Him, crucify Him!" Pilate saith 
unto them, "Shall I crucify your King?" 
The chief priests answered, "We have 
no King but Cajsar. Then he deliver- 
ed Him unto them to be crucified.

Why do they prefer to work in the 
dark? is often asked. Every one knows 
that honey is a liquid with no solid 
sugar in it. After standing it gradual- 
ly assumes a crystalline appearance 
or granulates and ultimately becomes 
a solid mass. 


Honey has been experimentally in- 


closed In well corked flasks, some of 
which were kept in perfect darkness, 
while the others were exposed to the 
light. The result was that the portion 
exposed to the light soon crystallized, 
while that kept to the dark remained 
unchanged. 


Hence we see why the bees are so 


careful to obscure the glass windows 
which are placed in their hives. The 
existence of the young depends on the 
liquidity of tbe saccharine food pre- 
sented to them, and if ligbt were allow- 
ed access to this it would in all prob- 
ability prove fatal to the inmates of 
the hive.—Weekly Bouquet.

Thousands of thieves long for fog 


with a great longing. Incredible as it 
may seem, property worth tens of thou- 
sands of pounds is every year stolen 
from vans and lorries alone in London 
itreets. Quite nine-tenths of this prop- 
erty disappears during fogs. 


The leaders of the fog thief gangs 


usually have some little capital to 
(tart with. One of them affects to be 
a cartage contractor on a small scale. 
He takes very quiet premises that have 
a high boarding round and that are 
not overlooked. If be has plenty ot 
cellarage, all tlie better. 
He has at 


least one smart trap and horse and 
two and sometimes three rogues to go 
with It 


It Is during the late foggy afternoons 


and early evenings of winter that the 
hauls are made. Streets with ware- 
houses—and not shops that are lighted 
brilliantly and early— on each side and 
that are often congested with traffic 
are mostly chosen. 
The small and 


smart though dingy and Inconspicuous 
looking trap plunges into the thick of 
the traffic. It soon, In the gloom and 
murk, places itself immediately behind 
a van or lorry piled witn packages of 
various kinds. 


The men in tbe quick trap are all on 


the alert. One of them, a man chosen 
for his" Immense physical strength, goes 
to the'head of the pony on some pre- 
text 
He soon has a package down 


from the van in front. He is provided 
with sharp cutting Instruments, and be 
has a powerful 'f iece of strap with a 
hook at one end. If there is a boy sit- 
ting behind tbe van, tbe men in the 
trap contrive to get him down by di- 
verting bis attention. 
Even with a 


view to distracting tbe possible atten- 
tion of carters, the thieves generally 
get up an altercation, or "barney," 
among themselves or with others. They 
are men of colossal impudence and 
powers of abuse, and all attention be- 
comes riveted upon them. In one case 
not far from Farrlngdon street last De- 
cember they carried off one parcel of 
furs worth £700, the van boy being 
temporarily blinded, as alleged, by a 
lad wltb tbe thieves blowing some 
muff into bis face from a pea shooter 
and then disappearing. 


One of the .most notorious of these 


tot thieves ,was-.a lithe young fellow 
who crept along tlie back of a pony to 
Its head, American jockey fashion, and 
hooked what he could from out of the 
T«n In front. 


The great hauls of these men are 


when they follow cabs and private car- 
riages from t railway station. In such 
cases they generally use two traps and 
horses^ A cab Is marked that has ap-

It hap- 
pened that shooting and hanging were 
popular just then. I wrote an article 
for a newspaper on the horrors of 
strangulation and pistol wounds and 
explained the ease with which one 
could kill himself with prnssic acid. 
Death from prussic aciil. you know, is 
absolutely instantaneous and. many be- 
lieve, painless. There had not been a 
suicide with this acid foi more than a 
year, but within a week afti'r the arti- 
cle was published there were four, and 
one of the unfortunates liad clippings 
of my article in his pocket. 


"Of course I was ai'iMised of killing 


these four by suggestion, but I was 
never arrested and do not feel guilty. 
for when once n person lins di'dilocl to 
kill himself the method i-- n slifflit mnt 
ter. 
No person in his n^lit mind will 


commit suicide. 
We nil know in oui 


sane moments of easy wav= tn end life. 
but when in the suieirtnl frnmo of mind 
nature seems to rob us of our loason in 
this direction, as if In a desperate hope 
of preventing the sacrifice."— New York 
Mail and Express.

As no fort 


Ter existed without a flag floating 
jver its ramparts, it is very certain 
hat an English flag floated over Fort 
Bedford, from its erection in 1758 
until its utter ruin or decay, soon 
,fter 1770. From the fact, that in 
oany similar eases flags have been 
)resented to the commanders of forts 
>y civil and military officers, in ap- 
ireciation of the honor conferred upon 
them, in giving the forts their names, 
t is not unreasonable to suppose that 
the Duke of Bedford may have pre- 
sented a flig to the fort. This tradi- 
tion may be true or it may be untrue— 
yet it is within the range of proba- 
oility. 


The question raised by Dr. Hickok, 


whether the fl ig now in the possession 
of the Stiftljr family is the identical 
flag supposedly presented by the Duke 
of Bedford is a different one. 
If 


his statement in regard thereto is cor- 
rect, then it cannot be the same.

romance," and that he should have 
observed this rule in the above state- 
ment, and not set it forth as history, 
when it was a disputed tradition.
